iMr. Balfour, who arrived in London 
from Scotland yesterday evening, went 
to Downing street early. There was a 
number of treasury officials closeted all 
the morning with Mr. Balfour's secre- 
tary, and going over the statistics on 
which the cabinet is supposed to base its 
decision for or against free trade. Mr. 
Chamberlain, who was the central figure 
iu today's proceedings, left Birmingham 
iceompanied by his wife. A large crowd , 
bade them farewell at the railroad sta- 
tion. On their arrival here Mrs. Cham- 
berlain went to their Loudon home, and 
Mr. Chamberlain pro.eeled to the 
Coloniai Office. 

Upon the arrival of Mr. Chamberlain 
at Downing street he was loudly hoot- 
ed. A crowd of laborers employed near- 
by joined in the unusual demonstration 
against the Colonial Secretary. Mr. 
Chamberlain, who was accompanied- by 
Gerald Balfour, president of the Hoard 
of Trade, showed his eii-tomary indif- 
ference to this reception. The police 
eventually were obliged to form a double 
Hue from Mr. Balfour's house to the 
Foreign -Office, so as to enable the cab- 
inet ministers to enter the latter place. 

The cabinet meeting ended at 5.50 
p.m. It transpired that the p. edict. d 
amnion in the cabinet over Mr. Cham- 
berlain's fiscal proposal actually occur- 
red, and that a partial reorg.inizati >n 
of the ministry will take jdaee.

New bauds aggregating lu'OO 
men are reported to be on their way to 
the frontier. The Turkish forces now 
in ■Eastern Macedonia are estimated at 
17.000. In the conflicts dn the mountains 
of the Peerin the Turks are reported to 
huve lost heavily In dead, while a great 
rtnnny were wounded. The peasants are 
Iwelcomling the iuaurgeata everywhere 
with the greatest enthusiasm. The 
ibnnds are experiencing great difficulty in 
obtaining arms. It is believed that not 
a Mingle rifle can be found in Soiin out- 
side the garrison. The Bulgarian gov- 
ernment is reported to have protested 
against Austria's action iu intercepting 
the ten million cartridges, ordered in 
iHJungnry, for wliich Bulgarian money 
has been paid to the contractors. A 
panic prevails at the towu of Velose.

Mr. J. T. Robinson, organizer for the 
Conservative party, paid a living visit 
to Victoria lust night, ou his way down 
ironi the convention which was held at 
Clinton, iu LJliooet. Mr. Kobinsou says 
tuat so strong is Mr. McDonald's, cau- 
diduiure held to be, there is strong talk 
anions; the LiUlooet Liberal* of with* 
drawing Dr. Sanson from the contest 
and allowing Mr. McDonald to go iu by 
acclamation. Iu tho event of a con- 
test, the betting is that Dr. Sanson 
will lose his deposit. "1 interviewed a 
groat many Liberals," said Mr. Kobili- 
son, "Mind that is their opinion." 

The hrst meeting of tne campaign in 
the Kamlioops district look place on 
1-Tiday evening lust, the Kniulooi>s opera 
house being hlled. Although tue meet- 
ing was called by Mr. Deuue, yet two- 
thirds of tlioso present were iu favor 
of Mr. Fulton, the Conservative candi- 
date. Both candidates were present 
.and addressed the meeting. "I am safe 
iu saying," said Mr. Robinson, "that 
out of over 400 people present, .more 
than two-tliirds were strongly in Mr 
Fulton's favor, although the meeting 
was called by the Liberal candidate 
M*. Fulton's oleclion by from one to 
tw.i hundred majority is absolutely as- 
sured." 

With regard to Cariboo, Mr. Robin- 
son, said: "Tho Conservative candidates 
there, as you know, are Messrs, Rogers 
and Adams. The Liberals have chosen 
James Murphy (a brother of Denis 
Murphy) and one Archie McKnight, of 
150-Mile, who, however, does u' * count 
at all. The election of Mr. Rogers is 
conceded on all hands, while the real 
fight will .bo between Adams and 
Murphy, with the odds ill Adams' favor 
a prncticnl certainty. The Conserva- 
tive organization in the Cariboo is one 
of the most perfect of its kind— n grati- 
fying state of affairs, mainly due to 
the energetic and valuable "vork done 
by Mr. Johnston, of Ouesuel, nnd Mr. 
Nnrroway, of Barkerville. aided by one 
of the most loyal and enthusiastic bands 
of Conservative workers that I have 
seen throughout the country." 

In the Siniilknmcen Mr. Robertson 
reports Mr. Shatford as certain of elec- 
tion against his present opponent, Mr. 
W. A. McLean; the previous candidate 
for the Liberals, Mr. Snodgrass, hav- 
ing retired through inherent weakness. 

Price Ellison is putting up a strong 
fight in the Oknniigan, and is a safe 
winner against the Liberal, Mr. Stir- 
ling, although the .hitter's supporters 
have secured large funds from some 
mysterious source, and are spending 
them lavishdy. All the polls in the rid- 
ing, however, with the pos ible excep- 
tion of Bnderby and Kelowna, are a 
certainty in Price Ellison's favor. 

In Yfllo o big fight is on. T. G. 
MeM.manion is carrying the Conserva- 
tive banner against Stuart Henderson. 
On the railway Mt. McManamon is 
carrying 70 or SO per cent, of the vote, 
also the solid Conservative vote through- 
out the riding, with the possible excep- 
tion of Nicola, where Henderson may 
get a small majority. The tight in 
Ash'croft will break even, many Liber- 
als being opposed to Henderson's candi- 
dature. The victory is practically cer- 
tain for the Conservative candidate «. 

"Tom Taylor is putting up a bk' 
light in Revelstoke, and .will come out 
a victor. Kelly, t.lio Liberal candidate, 
is out of the running, the fight being 
really between Taylor and the Socialist 
candidate, a fellow named Bennett. 
Taylor will, however, carry the day.* 

"Taking iho news from the Kootenays 
all through, the outlook is very bright 
for the Conservative party. I have 
compared notes with others, and am 
satisfied hhat we shall win at least 
seven out of the eleven seats there." 

A despatch from Comox states that 
■there is absolutely no foundation for 
the industriously circulated rumor that 
Robert Grant had retired from tho con- 
test. The case is very much to the 
contrary, "Bob" being in the thick of 
the struggle, with a practically certain 
win nxsnred to him. Mr. Grant is now 
prosecuting an active canvass oC the; 
district.

'Lord Avebnry (formerly Sir John

Polling will take place at tho City Hall, between the hours of 8 
a.m. and 4 p.m. Three-fifths of the total number of ballots cast are 
required to be in favor of the bylaw to ensure the latter's passage, bo 
it is apparent that a clear duty rests upon every friend of the bylaw to 
turn out and mark his ballot.

Professors Loudon and McLen- 
nan of Toronto University 
Learn Interesting Facts. 



Prospects for Similar Privileges 
From Toronto to Those 
B> McGill. 



Yesterday forenoon Professors Lou- 
ilon and McLennan, <>f Toronto Univer- 
sity, called upon Liu- otllci.ils ot tne 
KUucntion Department at the legislative 
buildings ami were cordially welcomed 
by Inspector Wilson and liu-poetor 
Oruieksluiuk. Both the distinguished 
visitors made most careful enquiry as 
to the status of educational matters 
in tho province at the present time, and 
Inspector Wilson went into the matter 
very fully with them, to their evident 
delight. 

Especially as to the condition of sec- 
ondary education the two professors en- 
quired, -and from certain observations 
made by them, it is considered not im- 
probable that the high school standing 
of pupils may receive recognition from 
Toronto University, when the faculty of 
that great institution have bad time to 
consider the report which Professor 
I^oudnn and Professor McLcnunu will 
undoubtedly make on their return home. 

Inspector Wilson was careful to point 
out what was being done in tins mat- 
ter by other universities, notably by 
McOill, of Montreal, which recognizes 
(pro tanto) British Columbia inter- 
mediate and senior grade high school 
examinations. The two visitors in- 
formed Inspector Wilson that Toronto 
University recognizes the Ontario high 
.school standing of students without any 
further demands for special examina- 
tion. 

Inspector Wilson assured the profes- 
sors that the British Columbia high 
school course was better and stronger 
than oven the matriculation course re- 
quired for most universities and col- 
leges, a fact which is easily demon- 
strated. The provincial high school 
course is so arranged as to lead up to 
matriculation examination qualifications. 

Tho British Columbia education De- 
partment now wants fnrtner recogni- 
tion from McGill University. In the 
provincial certificates is stated the 
standing of the student, and the Mc- 
Gill authorities decide whether they 
will accept -the student on that certifi- 
cate, or subject him 'to further tests 
by tiie Hoard of Matriculation Examina- 
tions. 

Superintendent Eaton called upon the 
two professors and discussed very fully 
■with them the whole question of educa- 
tion in 'this province. It is stated that 
the high school is now in communica- 
tion with the Mr-Gill authorities regard- 
ing the uii'tter of fuller recig'iit'on by 
them of the standing or" high school 
pupils from this province. 

Inspector Wilson thoughtfully pro- 
vided both the eminent educationists 
with a copy of the questions asked at 
the local examinations, which would 
give them an accurate idea of the high, 
class of n-nrk that is being done in this 
province in tin- matter of secondary 
t Incation. Professor Loudon and Pro- 
fessor McLennan listened with the 
deepest interest to the remarks of Mr. 
Wilson, ami promised to tike the mat- 
ter into their closest consideration, and 
see what could be (lone toward getting 
Toronto Uni- ■ ■'■> something for

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OREGON FROM NOME. 

Brings Quarter Million In Gold and a 
Large Number of Passengers. 

Steamer Oregon Arrived nt 'Seattle From 
Nome on Sunday morning, with '.'(>5 pas- 
sengers and S-'U.-i.OtHj In gold. Purser Grit- 
man says the storm which set lu at Nome 
September 'J, as reported by the steamship 
St. Paul, lusted three days. The great seas 
drove a score or more of scows and barges 
on the beach of Nome. However, no uiuii- 
uge wan done to steam or small craft. It 
got so rough that Che Oregon had to put 
to sea from Port On vis the night of Sep- 
tember i after discharging the last of her 
freight. Shu went i/ut seven miles, having 
In tow a barge of coal, which she had not 
time to detach lu Ivor haste to get away. 
She held on to the barge throughout the 
sloriu. though at times it looked as though 
she would lose it. 

The Oregon returned Into the harbor on 
the evening of September 4, and on the 
following day she took her passengers 
aboard. 

Captain Warner reports the steamships 
Argyll, Wyueric and Aztec at Nome, aiso 
the ship A. .1. Fuller. During the storm 
the Argyll lost two barges loaded with 
oil consigned to J. W. Kelly. The barges 
i-uutulnued great tanks from whleh the 
oil was being pumped direct to tin- main 
reservoir tanks nearly two miles Inhuid. 

The Oregon passed the steamship Sen- 
ator, Nome hound, September 8, 1UO miles 
this side of I'ulinak pass. The Senator 
signnlled all well aboard. 

Including the treasure pouches the Ore- 
gon brought twenty-three saeks of mall, 
seven of them registered. Returning the 
vessel bad comparatively pleasant weather: 
until last Thursday lUorali'K. when she ran 
Into strou" northwest gales, which kept 
up with painful regularity until the big 
liner was within ten or lifteeu miles of 
Cape Flattery. 

This eompletes the Oregon's fourth voy- 
age of the season, and she ixpects to make 
two more, sailing <»u the fifth oil September 
I7th.

It Is significant lu the 
case of the Jumbo that more ore Is being 
shipped at the present time than ever be- 
fore. The mine bus added another team 
to Its outfit, and Is hauling about 40 tons 
daily to the Jumbo platform. 

NORTHPORT SMELTER. 

The Rossland Miner says: Wthlle tho 
question of smelting rates Is fresh In tho 
minds of t'tie public it Is worthy of mention 
that important Improvements are being 
made nt Uie Northport works. Ouo of these 
Is Just now being put Into effect, namely.

1 meat and galvanized into activity the next 
by the arrival of a car of materia) for the 
furnace. It will be readily seen that Hie 
mechanical charging is a substantial econ- 
: euiy. In various other dlieetlons changes 
lit details have been made that are calcu- 
lated lo increase the efficiency of the plant 
without Increasing the costs. In some In- 
stances they materially reduce costs. 
! The coke shortage at the smelter appears 
to be a thing of the past, ample supplies 
now being forthcoming from the East Koot- 
. enuy collieries. This condition of affairs 
have been devoutly desired for many 
I months. That It may continue is to be 
| hoped also, although niauy citizens will 
not feel secure on tlds score until the coal 
mid coke supplies of the country are no 
longer controlled by a single corporation. 



CAPTAIN AND SAILOK. 

Seaman of Sailing Ship Seniatitba Sen- 
tenced lo Three Months' JJetemion. 

In the provincial police court yes- 
terday ilfteruuou the case of .John 
Tlironilson. seaman aboard the Uiitish 
ship iSeniantlin, now lying ut Kstiuimult, 
was disposed of. Tliromlseu was charg- 
ed with assault committed upon Cap- 
tain Andrews of the Semantlia last 
Sa lurday. 

Capiain Andrews, who conducted his 
own case, said that Throudseii bad de- 
serted the ship a fortnight ago, and 
meeting him last, Saturday, the captain 
ordered him back to duty, Throndsen 
refused, ami luiil; to Might, the captain 
in hot pursuit, tin overtaking the sea- 
man, Captain Andrews found that lie 
was in for a fight, and in the en- 
counter he got some nasty knocks. Cap- 
tain Andrews laid an information with 
the provincial police department, and 
.Throndsen was taken into custody. 

In the police court the accused had 
very little to say for himself, though 
he pleaded not guilty. The magistrate 
found Throndsen guilty on the evidence 
submitted, and accordingly sentenced 
tlie sailor to twelve weeks-' imprison- 
ment.

A FRUITLESS QUEST. 

Another Party Rack From Search Par 
Cocoa Islaud Treasure. 

Run Francisco papers just to hand con- 
tain particulars of the unfortunate quest 
for gold which was the experience of an- 
other party of Cocos Island adventurers. 
They returned to San Frnnclsco on the 
steamer Mariposa last Saturday. Among 
the leaders of the party were Dr. George 
P. L/uce ol San Francisco; George W. Sut- 
ton, of New Roehelle, N. V.; and John 
Chetwood, They were directed by Capt. 
J nines Brown, of the schooner Herman, 
who claimed to know the whereabouts of 
the treasure. Capt, Ilrown came from 
Providence, R. I., and said he knew the 
location of the more or less mythical treas- 
ure, said to have come from Peru In 1890. 

The Herman started from Sun Francisco 
fourteen months ngo. Stops were made at 
Honolulu, Apia, Pago Pago, nnd the little 
vessel went even as far as Sydney before 
the real search for the hidden wealth was 
begun. 

At Apia the vessel was held for awhile 
on complaint of Messrs. Hoffman and Sho- 
walt, who had 'become Involved In trouble 
with Rrown, whom they charged with un- 
fairness nnd cruel treatment or his men. 
At Sydney documents wore received from 
the collector of customs and several per- 
sons nt San Francisco, Who were Inter- 
ested in tho enterprise which, enabled the 
incorporators of tho treasurc-fieelclng com- 
pany to dictate terms. Consul Raker re- 
moved Rrown from command of tho Her- 
man, and appointed Sutton In his stead, 
the former ' master signing, the articles as 
supercargo. Brown, It Is stated, again 
agreed. to reveal tho place of tho hidden
